From  the  principal's  desk 

St.  Michael's  and  the  Educational  Legacy  of  the  Sixties  -  I 
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When  alumni  return  for  a  visit,  they  often  ask  me  if 
the  school  has  changed.  From  all  external  indications 
they  see  little  that  is  different.  The  yellow  brick  corri- 
dors they  knew  still  teem  with  youth  in  navy  blue 
blazers.  The  teachers  they  remember  are,  in  many  cases, 
still  here.  And  so  they  ask;  "As  a  school,  is  it  different 
from  our  day^  "  Looking  at  my  visitor  and  recalling  the 
era  when  he  was  at  St.  Mike's,  I  answer  as  befits  his  age: 
"No,  not  at  all."  or  "Somewhat."  or  "Oh  yes!  You 
would  notice  some  significant  changes!" 

And  when  I  begin  to  describe  those  changes  and  their 
origin,  I  point  to  that  famous  decade  in  recent  history 
when  everything  changed  .  .  .  the  sixties.  Invariably  my 
visitor,  especially  if  he  went  through  St.  Mike's  prior  to 
the  sixties,  nods  his  head  in  understanding,  for  that  ten 
years  period  changed  his  life  too. 

The  sixties  brought  changes  to  education  that  will 
continue  to  influence  Ontario  schools  well  into  the 
eighties,  though  with  some  revision  and  change  of 
direction  in  certain  areas.  These  changes  were  sparked 
by  an  incident  that  took  place  a  little  earlier  in  1958. 
That  incident  was  the  Russian  achievement  of  lifting 
sputnik  into  outer  space.  That,  in  many  people's 
opinions,  was  the  catalyst  that  caused  the  upheaval. 
The  sputnik  spectacular  awakened  the  western  world 
to  the  realization  that  something  was  wrong  with  the 
way  it  was  doing  things  ■  especially  the  way  it  was 
doing  science. 

The  surprise  and  embarrassment  at  being  "out- 
firsted"  by  the  Russians  sent  the  United  States  into  an 
anxious  examination  of  itself  and  its  system  of 
education.  The  latter,  rightly  or  wrongly,  was  found  to 
be  inadequate.  As  it  was  currently  structured  it  would 
not  graduate  the  men  of  science  capable  of  meeting  the 


callenge  of  the  age  of  technology.  It  very  much  needed 
to  be  overhauled. 

As  is  so  often  the  case,  the  overhaul  gave  little 
thought  to  the  equally  urgent  need  for  the  new  scien- 
tists to  be  men  of  humanity  as  well  as  men  of  science  - 
men  who  would  stand  with  respect  and  humility  before 
the  mysteries  of  life  and  the  universe.  Without  these 
attitudes  they  would  run  the  risk  of  destroying  both  life 
and  the  universe,  for  they  would  possess  the  power  to 
do  so. 

A  balanced  schooling  in  the  humanizing  disciplines 
of  history,  English  literature,  foreign  languages,  the 
antiquities,  art,  music,  philosophy,  ethics  and  theology, 
along  with  mathematics  and  science  would  instill 
respect  and  humility  and  ensure  that  scientific  research 
would  truly  serve  life  and  the  universe  and  not  endanger 
them.  Unfortunately  the  new  approach  to  curricula  did 
not  see  these  fundamental  disciplines  as  important  needs 
for  the  new  scientists. 

Canada  was  not  immune  to  the  mood  of  self-doubt 
and  introspection  that  gripped  the  United  States  at  this 
time.  In  our  own  province  the  department  of  educa- 
tion, for  generations  a  symbol  of  right  headedness  and 
stability,  came  under  pressure  to  change  in  the  early 
sixties.  The  success  of  its  system  of  education  was  held 
in  high  respect  in  the  English  speaking  works,  but  as  the 
decade  moved  ahead  the  system  no  longer  seemed  ade- 
quate when  set  against  the  challenges  that  lay  ahead. 
A  storm  was  gathering;  one  could  feel  it  and  St. 
Michael's  had  better  be  ready!

Membership  Appeal 


Are  you  a  paid-up  member  of  your  Alumni  Associa 
tion''  Have  you  sent  in  your  membership  fee  each  year 
when  you  received  your  first  copy  of  the  Blue 
Bannerf*  A  survey  of  our  mailing  list  indicates  that  we 
presently  have  2,954  Alumni  on  file.  Last  year,  we  re- 
ceived paid  memberships  from  only  621  Alumni  or  only 
21%  of  our  mailing  list.  In  1974/75,  we  had  503  paid 
membership  fees  for  your  Alumni  Association  to  $10 
an  increase  of  118  paid  memberships  despite  the  fact 
that  there  have  been  more  than  600  new  graduates  from 
the  school  in  those  past  five  years. 

This  year,  we  have  been  forced  to  increase  our 
membership  fees  from  your  Alumni  Association  toSIO 
due  to  increased  costs  of  operation.  Over  the  past  five 
years,  postage  and  printing  costs  have  more  than 
doubled.  In  these  past  five  years,  your  Alumni  Associa 
tion  has  spent  some  314,460  to  keep  you  informed  as  to 
what  has  been  happening  around  St.  Mike's  via  letters 
and  the  Blue  Banner.  In  return,  we  have  collected  SI  5, 
296  in  membership  fees.  This  has  left  us  with  an  aver- 
age of  S167  per  year  in  surplus  funds  to  operate  your 
Association.      The   balance  of     our  operating   revenue 


comes  from  our  Scholarship  Draw  each  spring  but  each 
year  as  our  expenses  rise,  the  amount  we  can  give  to  the 
School  for  scholarships  decline. 

In  the  past,  we  have  said  very  little  about  those  who 
have  not  bothered  to  pay  their  yearly  dues,  but  have 
continued  to  keep  their  names  on  our  mailing  lists. 
Over  the  next  three  to  five  years,  we  will  be  monitoring 
the  paid  memberships.  Those  who  don't  pay  their 
annual  dues  will  not  receive  any  mailings  of  the  Blue 
Banner,  etc.  as  this  will  indicate  to  us  who  is  and  who 
isn't  interested  in  Alumni  happenings. 

With  the  high  costs  of  education  today,  your  Associa- 
tion should  be  able  to  provide  more  than  54,000  or 
S5,000  in  scholarships  to  the  school  each  year.  We 
could  increase  our  assistance  if  we  are  able  to  have 
more  than  621  out  of  2,954  Alumni  pay  their  annual 
dues.  Do  not  hesitate!  Send  in  your  S10  dues  in  the 
enclosed  return  envelope  today.  If  you  feel  that  you 
cannot  afford  the  S10,  then  send  in  what  you  can.

The  1979  Summer  Sports  Program  was  expanded 
from  the  regular  hockey  school  to  include  a  new  basket 
ball  camp,  an  adult  hockey  fitness  camp,  and  a  instruc- 
tional tennis  school. 

The  hockey  school,  under  the  direction  of  Rich 
Cornacchia  of  Henry  Carr  High  School,  enjoyed  a 
banner  year  with  attendance  at  96  percent  of  capacity. 
The  daily  3-hour  sessions  for  boys  aged  8-15  years  were 
guided  by  such  alumni  as  Rick  Wilson  (St.  Lawrence 
University),  Joe  Gallant  (Cornell  University),  Mike  Pikul 
(Brantford  Alexanders),  and  Dirk  Rueter  (Sault  Ste. 
Marie  Greyhounds).  Members  of  the  St.  Michael's  Midg- 
ets, the  MTHL  and  OH  A  Champions  of  their  division, 
also  assisted  in  instructional  coaching. 

The  new  basketball  camp  was  instituted  and  directed 
by  Dan  Predergast,  coach  of  the  senior  Blue  Raiders. 
Developed  for  boys  aged  9  15  years,  the  camp  operated 
for  one  week  with  two  half  day  sessions.  Over  100  boys 
attended,  some  commuting  daily  from  as  far  as  Barrie, 
Guelph,  and  Oshawa.

The  program  offered  instructional  and  rec- 
reational tennis  for  adults  on  the  school  courts  during 
both  daytime  and  evening  hours  from  mid  May  to  late 
August.  Novice  and  intermediate  level  players  formed 
the  basis  of  this  camp.

IN  MEMORIUM 


The  Toronto  Maple  Leafs,  and  hockey  in  general 
mourns  the  passing  of  one  of  hockey's  really  nice  guys. 

Dead  at  51,  Johnny  McLellan  was  a  very  valuable  part 
of  the  Maple  Leaf  organization.  John  was  apparently  a 
roommate  of  Red  Kelly  in  their  days  at  SMC  in  the  late 
'40s.  He  was  part  of  the  Joe  Primeau  coached  team  that 
won  the  Memorial  Cup  for  St.  Mike's  in  1947. 


His  death  is  mourned  by  many  in  and  out  of  hockey 
who  knew  him  as  a  tremendously  devoted  hockey  man 
but  also  as  an  ideal  family  man.
